found in Nova Scotia waters and if 
24 hours after the receipt thereof 
such forvign vessels were found ine 
side the three mile limit fishing or 
preparing to fish then a Canadian 
officer may be placed on board, and 
the facts telegraphed to the Minis- 
ter of Fisherics. Americans will 
oe alowed to buy ‘bait or other sup- 
plies for shipment and enjoy any 
other commercial privileges, but 
they must not remain longer than 
24 hours. ; 

Sir John Macdonald said a circu- 
lar had been issued by the depart- 
ment of fisheries, but it simply 
denies the right of customs officers 
and others the power to seize 
American fishing vessels. It was 
never intended that these — officials 
should have the power to seize 
vessels. The circular had caused 
considerable misapprehension. “I 


tell you,” he added, “as far as the 
commissioners are concerned there 
has been no change. They have 


the right and will continue to make 
seizures of American vessels found 
within the three mile limit as here- 
tofore.” He said the recent elections 
in Nova Scotia had no effeet in 
causing the chanve, 

Ottawa, June 19,—The fishery 
authorities say the only change in 
the regulations isa slight modifi- 
cation of the powers of customs 
officers in respect to seizures. The
